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BRAZIL SPURS PETROLEUM DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM 


Nation Seen Self-Sufficient in Oil Within Ten Years 








Potentialities of Brazil becoming a large scale oil 
producer are looming big, particularly in view of the 
series of new oil well discoveries in the State of Bahia. 
The most important find, which took place last Sep- 
tember, is well C-26 which reportedly is the largest 
producer in Brazil, with a daily capacity estimated at 
1,500 barrels (238,500 liters), according to the Na- 
tional Petroleum Council, a Government agency in 
charge of oil developments in Brazil. 

Authoritative sources declare that the chances are 
good for Brazil to become self-sufficient in her oil 
needs within the next 10 to 15 years. According to 
geologists, approximately 900,000 square miles, or more 
than one-fourth of the entire area of Brazil, are poten- 
tially oil producing. Commercial oil prospects now 
exist over an area of 190,000 square miles. 


News Heartening 


Such news is heartening to Brazilians whose de- 
mands for oil and oil products are steadily growing 
in pace with their rapidly expanding industries. It is 
estimated that the needs of the entire nation are 
about 16,000,000 barrels per year. Most of this oil, 
however, is still imported, since Brazilian oil activities 
have remained largely in an experimental phase. 
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The Brazilian Government which went into the 
petroleum business in 1919 did not do so with the view 
of monopolizing the petroleum interests. It took the 
initiative only because of the fact that the adventure 
of prospecting for oil was altogether too costly for the 
limited resources of private Brazilian investors. 


40 Producing Wells 


Thus far, however, the Brazilian oil situation has 
not altered greatly from the standpoint of produc- 
tion. There are 40 producing wells throughout the na- 
tion, of which 3 are in Lobato-Joanes Area, 20 in the 
Candeias area, 2 in Aratu Area, and 15 in the Itaparica 
area. 

The total potential capacity of these wells is put 
at 4,779 barrels daily. This potential output has been 
cut down by a lack of refinery and processing facili- 
ties. Refining is limited to only one, very primitive 
plant at Aratu which is producing scarcely more than 
that needed for the experimental processes being car- 
ried on by the National Petroleum Council. 

A good deal of both technical and financial assist- 
ance is now expected to be forthcoming from foreign 
sources. For with the promulgation of the new Bra- 
zilian Constitution last September, the ban on foreign 
investments in oil production was lifted. 


Ban on Foreigners Lifted 


The new Constitution permits foreigners to partici- 
pate in prospecting for oil and to conduct business 
jointly with Brazilian enterprises. One agreement has 
already been concluded in September 1946 between 
Brazil and Great Britain in which specfiiec mention is 
made that Britain would be granted rights to carry on 
petroleum research. 

Geologists have divided Brazil into four potential 
oil zones. These are: (a) the sedimentary basin of 
the Amazon (b) the Maranhao-Piaui basin (c) the 
northeastern and eastern shorelines (d) the Parana 
basin. The most successful discoveries thus far have 
been those along the narrow stretch of land which 
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extends southward from Rio Grande do Norte to 
Espirito Santo. This includes the Reconcavo area of 
Bahia. 

Government Administration 

Administration of all petroleum development is un- 
der the aegis of the National Petroleum Council. Since 
its inception in July, 1938, this Government agency 
has spent Cr8330,153,352 (about $18,341,853) on re- 
search and general exploratory work. It has concen- 
trated its activities in Bahia and Alagoéas. Later it 
confined its activities almost entirely to Bahia. It 
contracted two United States firms, the Drilling and 
Exploration Company and the United States Geo- 
physical Company, both of Texas, which carried on 
all the drilling and prospecting in the areas under sur- 
vey and exploration. 

From 1939 to 1946 as many as 89 wells were opened 
in Bahia, the most promising petroleum area in Brazil. 
Many of these wells, however, were abandoned later 
because of their limited productivity. 

Now that the preliminary survey and research 
period is coming to a close, the National Petroleum 
Council is looking forward to initiating commercial 
production within the very near future. 


Refinery Construction 

To spur this activity the Brazilian Government has 
set up the National Petroleum Refinery S.A., a Cr850,- 
000,000 (about $2,777,777) concern in which the Gov- 
ernment holds 50 per cent of the stock. The plant will 
be constructed near Salvador, Bahia,-and is expected 
to have a daily capacity of 2,500 barrels. The plant will 
process Brazilian oil only. 

Two other national concerns backed by private capi- 
tal have been authorized. They will be established 
through competitive bidding and will build their re- 
fineries in the Federal District. They are expected to 
have a refining capacity of 8,000 to 10,000 barrels per 
day. The refineries will handle foreign petroleum but 
will also he obliged to accept Brazilian crude oil as 
soon as national production becomes big enough to 
warrant it. 

Oil and Economy 

Brazil's approach to self-sufficiency in petroleum 
would not only have a salutary effect on the economy 
of the nation but would also help relieve the drain on 
the countries now supplying it. Among these the 
United States is the principal source. 

According to some authoritative circles the cost of 
Brazil’s preliminary oil surveys and exploration com- 
pares favorably with that of other countries, such as 
Venezuela, for instance. In a lecture recently delivered 
in Sao Paulo, Pedro de Moura, an engineer attached 
to the staff of the National Petroleum Council, de- 
clared that Brazilian expenditures on petroleum re- 
search in the course of the last seven years amounted 
to Cr$300,000,000. Venezuela, he said, was forced to 
spend more than one billion cruzeiros on research 
before it was able to begin marketing its first quart 
of oil. He cited as another example Iraq which, he said, 
invested what amounted to approximately Cr$1,000,- 


200,000 in exploratory work before getting its oil in- 
dustry operating on a commercial basis. 


Refinery Output 

In referring to the new government-sponsored Na- 
tional Petroleum Refinery (Refinaria Nacional do 
Petroleo, S.A.) Senhor de Moura said that its cost 
would amount to Cr$40,000,000 and that it would pro- 
duce gasoline, kerosene, fuel oil and Diesel oil. He an- 
nounced that its daily capacity would total 2,500 bar- 
rels. 

The Brazilian refinery output for 1945 consisted of 
the following:

Self Sufficiency Possible 

Brazilian petroleum has been the subject of con- 
siderable discussion and speculation by responsible 
official and unofficial publications, including Brazilian 
Business, a publication of the American Chamber of 
Commerce of Brazil, the Bulletin of the American 
Chamber of Commerce in Sao Paulo and others. 

The latter upholds the prediction that Brazil may 
become self-sufficient in its petroleum needs within a 
period of 10 to 15 years in view of the Government’s 
program to step up oil production and its effort to 
induce foreign capital to become active in this work. 

The publication declares it significant that Presi- 
dent Dutra has extended the term of office of General 
Joao Carlos Barreto as Chairman of the National 
Petroleum Council. 

The General! is reportedly sending personnel and 
equipment to the Amazon and Parana basins to con- 
tinue the necessary geophysical studies.

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BRAZIL TACKLES TRANSPORT PROBLEMS 


The problem of transport, which has been a con- 
tinuous source of dismay within the economy of Brazil, 
is being tackled with vigor throughout the nation, ac- 
cording to a statement made public by Clovis Pestana, 
Minister of Transportation. 

He declared that action to rectify the transporta- 
tion snarl is being pushed on all fronts, whether in 
railroads, the merchant marine or highways and motor 
roads. 

(More recently, Adhemar de Barros, Governor of 
the State of Sao Paulo, announced that railroad im- 
provements in Sao Paulo would begin shortly and 
would include the extension of the electrification proj- 
ect of the Sorocabana Railroad and the extension and 
addition of new lines to the Campos de Jordao Rail- 
road which would cross into the State of Minas Gerais. 

(Governor Adhemar de Barros also made known 
that the city of Sao Paulo will put into operation 200 
newly-acquired modern busses, each with a 60 pas- 
senger capacity. 

(He added that during the current year 2,500 kilo- 
meters of roads would be paved while in the follow- 
ing vear 4,400 kilometers of roads would be covered 
with pavement. This would include the portion of the 
Rio de Janeiro-Sao Paulo highway lving within the 
State of Sao Paulo.) 


Railroad Construction 

The nation’s major railroad project, Minister Clovis 
Pestana declared, that of joining the North and South 
of Brazil, would be accelerated. This is to include 
work on such lines as the Lima Duarte-Bom Jardim, 
the joining of Leopoldo Bulhées with Goiania in 
Central Brazil, the construction of the Pedras Altas 
in the Rio Grande do Sul, the Apucarana-Guaira line 
in the State of Parana, and the Blumenau-Itajai line 
in Santa Catarina. 

Railroads are also to be outfitted with modern in- 


stallations and new cquipment. A large number of 
freight and passenger cars, steam locomotives, diesel 
engines and electrical units are to be added. 

According to present needs it is estimated that at 
least 20,000 freight cars and 1,000 locomotives would 
have to be acquired within the next four to seven 
vears. The passenger rail service is in immediate need 
of at least 700 cars. 

The electrification of Brazilian railroads is expected 
to initiate a new phase of industrial activity through- 
out the nation. Dams, electric power plants, transmis- 
sion networks and other phases essential to this under- 
taking are among the projects to be installed. 


Merchant Marine 
Principal objective in maritime expansion will be to 
enlarge the Brazilian merchant marine, particularly 
those lines which had sustained losses during the war. 
Plans are also being pushed for the modernization 
and extension of port facilities. Many of these require 
extensive dredging operations. 


Highway Improvements 

In relation to highway improvements the Govern- 
ment is expected to hasten construction operations 
through the purchase of road building machinery. Em- 
phasis will be placed on the building of new roads. 
Considerable attention, however, is to be devoted to 
the broadening of the highways. 

Legislation has also been enacted to provide the 
National Department of Highways with the necessary 
means and administrative preorogative to carry out 
its work. 

Cognizant of the effect of transport deficiencies on 
the general economy of the nation, Minister Clovis 
Pestana declared that the efforts toward the solution 
of this question would assume a decisive character 
during the current year. 


@ BAHIA COCOA EXPORTS HIT ALL-TIME RECORD 


Cocoa exports from Bahia hit an all-time record in 
1946 when 2,260,063 bags, each 60 kgms. in weight. 
were shipped to market. Of these, 2,222,379 bags were 
consigned for export abroad. 

The value of exports rose to Cr$709,136,097 with the 
average price per bag equal to Cr$313.76. Exports 
were distributed among two countries in North Amer- 
ica, three countries in South America, 13 in Europe, 
four in Asia and one in Oceania. 

The United States imported 1,836,570 bags, or 59.1% 
of the total shipped. This showed an increase of 295.- 
570 bags over the previous year. 

Canada imported 16,666 bags, despite the fact that 
the British colonies in Africa have become the largest 
producers of cocoa in the world. In South America, 


Argentina followed on the heels of the United States 
and Holland. 

South American imports amounted to nearly seven 
per cent of the Bahian cocoa exports. European pur- 
chases represent almost one-third of Bahian exports 
with some of the leading importers listed below:

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COAL PRODUCTION TRIPLES WITHIN DECADE 


War Shortages Spur Domestic Mining Activity 


Brazilian coal production has been increasing 
steadily during the last 10 years, having reached an 
all-time high in 19483 with a total of 2,078,266 tons 
mined. This was disclosed following a survey made by 
the Ministry of Agriculture. 

In 1937 the nation’s coal production amounted to 
762,789 tons. Consumption, however, totalled 2,500,- 
000 tons of which the railroads burned nearly 1,200,000. 
The country was compelled to import 1,381,523 tons 
of coal to augment its supply. 


Production Triples 

The war dealt a serious blow to Brazilian coal im- 
ports since most of the coal was usually obtained 
from Great Britain. In 1942 coal imports dwindled to 
616,038 tons. The Government thereupon tried to 
stimulate domestic mining in order to avert a threat- 
ening crisis. 

By 1941 domestic coal production has developed to 
the extent where it doubled the capacity reached in 
1937. In 1943, production tripled that of 1937. 

Most of Brazil’s coal is mined in the State of Rio 
Grande do Sul, where the Butia and Sao Jeronimo 
mining companies are situated. These two companies 
produce nearly 75% of the nation’s coal. There are five 
other companies doing mining and exploring coal de- 
posits in Rio Grande do Sul, but these contribute an 
insignificant portion of the total mined. 


Coke in Santa Catarina 
The best grade coal is to be found in the State of 
Santa Catarina. Twelve mining companies are now 


engaged in this work. Santa Catarina has also devel- 
oped a small-scale coke industry, using local coal as 
a base. Nearly 20% of the washed product contains 15 
to 17% ash. The residue product, containing a larger 
percentage of ash, is employed in various industrial 
uses. 

In the State of Parana there are three coal regions, 
currently being worked by two companies. It is re- 
ported, however, that the State has greater coal poten- 
tialities once the local industries are better organized 
and transportation facilities become more available. 
Currently coal explorations are also under way in Sao 
Paulo. 

Output in 1946 

The year 1943 is considered to have reached a record 
high with 2,078,266 tons. In 1944 production declined 
to 1,908,453 tons. The 1945 volume again increased to 
2,072,881 tons, although it was still short of the 1945 
figure. The figures in 1946, are only known through 
the month of September. These total 1,374,893. Pre- 
sumably the total for the vear reached 1,900,000 tons. 

it is interesting to note that in February and March 
of 1946 production registered a very severe drop, with 
an output of searcely 71,505 tons. Beginning with 
April, however, production again increased, rising to 
150,000 tons. In August this rose to 188,199 tons, a 
volume which was outdone only in July of 19438, the 
record year, when 188,385 tons were mined. 

At the same time the value of coal has risen sub- 
stantially in the 10 years. In 1937 a ton of coal sold at 
Cr$52.50. In 1943 the price rose to Cr$81.99 and 1946 
it stood at Cr$113.13, or twice that of the price in 1937. 


@ EXPORTS SHOW MARKED RISE IN JANUARY 


January of 1947 showed a marked increase in ex- 
ports over the same month in the year previous, the 
Economic and Financial Statistical Service of the 
Financial Ministry reports. The month’s total stood at 
334,712 tons, valued at Cr82,125,937 which represents 
a rise of 101,456 tons and Cr$1,010,399 over the same 
period in 1946. 

Among precious stones aquamarine ranked first with 
1,294 grams. 

The products whose exports, although small in vol- 
ume, indicate favorable potentialities, are the follow- 
ing: horsehair, tallow, manioc, rubber, citric fruit 
essence, nuts from Para, cotton seed oil, wolfram, 
crystals, synthetic materials. 

Manufactured products continue to move at a pace 
approximately equal to that of last year, with wood- 
work and cotton textiles among the leaders. 





Several items were especially significant in their ex- 
port activity. For instance, livestock exports totalled 
71 tons, or 61 tons more than in the corresponding 
month of the year previous. Raw materials climbed 
from 112,209 tons to 145,196 tons. Of the articles de- 
rived from animal, vegetable, mineral, textile and other 
materials, the following stood out in volume export 
significance:

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@ MACHINERY, TOOLS LEAD IN IMPORTS FOR 1946 


Machinery, machine parts and tools have again 
taken first place among articles imported in 1946, 
according to a survey completed by the Federal Coun- 
cil of Foreign Commerce Statistical Service. These 
articles comprised 64,360 tons in volume which were 
valued at Cr$1,449,121,000. This is equivalent to 17% 
of the import total. 

Imports of motor vehicles have also been resumed 
on a large scale after a near-standstill during the war 
years. In 1946 automobiles took 7th place among im- 
ports. Coal and gasoline have also shown marked in- 
creases, rising to 3rd and 5th places, respectively. 

Altogether Brazilizan purchases abroad in 1946 
amounted to 4,291,096 tons, valued at Cr$620,000,000. 
The United States and Argentina form the principal 
supply markets. Purchases in the United States com- 
prise 55% of the total while those in Argentina add 
up to 22%. Britain ranks third as a source of supplies. 
It has increased its flow of goods to a great measure 
since the end of the war. However, its products 
scarcely make up 4% of Brazil’s total imports. 

Although Brazilian imports since 1935 increased in 
volume by only a little less than 1,000,000 tons, or 25%, 
the nation paid almost Cr$10,000,000 more, thus in- 
dicating a rise in cost of nearly 400% over the ten 


vear period.

@ BRAZIL TIGHTENS CONTROLS TO IMPROVE CATTLE STOCK 


In an attempt to halt the decline in cattle stocks 
resulting from excessive slaughter during the war years 
when Great Britain and the United States were seek- 
ing supplementary beef supplies to fill army needs, the 
Brazilian Agriculture Department is intensifying all 
efforts to improve and extend the nation’s cattle 
breeding facilities. 


New Methods 

Better types of breeding specimens are now being 
imported, artificial insemination is being introduced 
on a large scale and the quality of fodder is improved 
by technicians. 

Also, a meat supply policy has been adopted July 
9, 1945 to limit meat distribution to three days a 
week. It is being carried over to the current year. 
The prohibition to butcher cattle with a view of ex- 
porting it abroad is still in effect, in keeping with the 
existing legislation. 

The cause of the current beef difficulties within Bra- 
zil stem from the years 1940 through 1942. Slaughter 
of cattle was carried on without restraint. Prices were 
high and Britain and the United States looked to 
whatever source was available. 

Thus Brazil, which in 1939 exported only 83,989 


tons of meat, raised its shipments abroad in 1940 to 
148,119 tons, a quantity much beyond the nation’s 
normal capacity.

According to the Brazilian Institute of Geography 
and Statistics the nation’s cattle herds, at the time 
when beef exports were booming, were estimated at 
34,392,419 head. Of the 6,990,403 head slaughtered 
more than 1,500,000 were destined for export. 

It is believed, however, that with the new controls 
imposed by the Agriculture Department the domestic 
cattle situation will be brought back to normal. 
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ITEMS OF GENERAL INTEREST 


$7,500,000 for Alkalies 


The United States Export-Import Bank has granted 
a $7,500,000 loan to Brazil to finance the establishment 
of an alkali industry, according to a statement made 
by Corréa e Castro, Minister of Finance. 

The Minister said that Brazil had negotiated for 
the loan as part of a policy to develop heavy indus- 
tries essential to the national economy. The alkali in- 
dustry, to be known as the National Alkali Company, 
will produce potash and caustic soda and is to be lo- 
cated at Cabo Frio, in the State of Rio de Janeiro. 

The American loan, Senhor Corréa e Castro de- 
clared, will be repaid at an interest of 342% per an- 
num over a period of 10 years, from the date that the 
plant gets into production. 

The loan will be used to purchase the necessary ma- 
chinery and to defray the costs of technical services 
performed by United States specialists. The present 
capitalization of the Brazilian enterprise, totalling 
Cr&50,000,000, will be doubled.

Iimenite Output 


More than 4,470,924 kilograms of ilmenite ex- 
ported by Brazil in 1944 went to the United States. 
Most of this mineral as well as rutile, the value of 
whose exports totalled Cr$7,000,000, were shipped 
through the port of Vitoria, with a minor quantity 
going through Rio de Janeiro. 

Some of the rutile and ilmenite output is utilized 
by the recently completed Volta Redonda steel mills 
in Brazil, the rest is shipped abroad. 

Ilmenite, from which titanium is extracted, is found 
largely in the States of Goias and Minas Gerais as well 
as in the coastal areas of Espirito Santo and Bahia. 

Ilmenite is extracted through a magnetic process 
and the mineral is exported in the form of sand with a 
metallic content ranging from 65% to 80%. Rutile is 
less important than ilmenite and its production 
amounts to nearly 1% of the global output. Its cost is 
high, however, largely because of the expensive trans- 
port involved.

British Capital in Brazil 

British capital in Brazil, second largest of its in- 
vestments in all of Latin America, amounted to £191,- 
667,170 at the end of 1946. Total British holdings in 
Latin America are reported at £887,454,994 with Ar- 
gentina topping the list with £356,212,589. 

Save for Bolivia and Venezuela, however, Brazil pro- 
vides Britain with the best earnings on its investments, 
according to “The South American Journal,” a British 
publication. Whereas in Argentina interest on British 
capital scarcely reaches 2.8%, in Brazil the rate of 
interest is as high as 4%.

Bumper Wheat Crop 

Largely as a result of the wheat scarcity through- 
out the world, with the attendant high prices, the 
harvest in the State of Rio Grande do Sul in 1946 
has been unusually big. An area of 251,400 hectares 
was placed under cultivation which produced 182.400 
tons of wheat. 

Farmers have been receiving substantial assistance 
from government agronomists and this paved the way 
to an improved crop. Cold weather and locust plagues, 
however, did much to impede progress. 

The Agricultural Development section of the Min- 
istry of Agriculture has been active in introducing a 
variety of new techniques to improve the harvest. 

In the meantime the Ministry of Agriculture an- 
nounced that it is organizing 30 training centers 
throughout Brazil where agricultural workers will re- 
ceive instruction in the operation of tractors, animal 
care, and general farm organization. Special agricul- 
tural schools are also being organized in Belterra, 
Solimées and Rio Branco, all of which are aided by the 
Rubber Bank. The Bank has also opened a special 
course in rubber agronomy at the Northern Agronomy 
Institute.
